what they have Charged, together with what we have urged, may have 
that Credit with the Impartial, as at leaſt to prevail with them to ſufpend 
their Judgments, till we are -as truly Convitted, as we are falily Charged. 
And we hope our Principles, Dc#rines and Converſations, will appear, upon

We perceive under this Head, theſe Creed- Forgers brings ſeveral Quota- 
tions that have often been by our Friends replied to, and fo we the leſs 
heed them ; but now by them, they thereby to us appear ſuch that once 
were as much for the Inward as now they are for the Outward 3 and 
blamed the Quakers for being ſo much Outward, as now they do for their 
not being enough for the Outward ; ſo they are In and Out, This and 
That, and neither This nor That: Unſtable Souls ! drove away with the 
windy Do&rines of Men, and cunning Craftineſs, whereby they lye in 
wait to Deceive, and by fair Words, and fine hes, their Hearts are 
Deceived, and Minds filled with Prequdice, and their Spirits with Enmity 
againſt thoſe they are ſtrayed from. Now they are become, as they con- 
fels, like Sheep going aſtray, and have joined with thoſe (who ſome of 
them its like once ſeparated from, before they did from us ) and now like 
the Dog to his Vomit, they and G. XK. are returned: We ſhould be glad, 
if it were the Lord's Will, they might ſee their Error and return again, * 
and leave the Coſtly Sermon-Makers, which they are now offended that 
we ſhould Teſtifie againſt, and come to the Free Teacher, and Buy Wine 
and Milk without Money and without Price ; and not ſpend your Money for 
that which is not Bread, nor your Labour for that which ſatisfieth not ; but heark- 
en diligently to the free Teacher in your own Hearts, and eat that which 
is good, and let your Soul delight ir ſelf in Fatneſs: Oh!

His Watchmen are Blind, they are all Ignorant, 
they are all Dumb-Dogs, they cannot Bark ; Sleeping, Lying down, Itving to Slum- 
ber. Yea, they are greedy Dogs, which can never have enough, they are She 
herds which cannot underſtand. They all lock their own way, CUgeup one for 
Gain from bis Quarter. | 

Now if any of the Faithful People of the Lord in.thoſe days, who did 
not hear or follow thoſe Blind Watch-men, Greedy Dogs, Idle Shepherds, 
or the Prophets that Feremiab Complains of, or the Prieſts that bear rule 
by their Means ( which he mentions Fer. 5.) ſhould have complained to 
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than Redrefled? Or had they told them they prophefied Lyes in the Name of the Lord, and Fer. r4. 14+ 
that he ſent them not ( might they not, confidering the Prieſts was one of the Chiet Ru- & 23.25.26 
lers ) ſought to have them luppreſſed, eſpecially confidering they cryed againtt their Gain, 77; '** 2-'» 
that would make them ſtir and tay, They are Extbuſafs : Poor Ignorant Illiterate Erroaeous E7TY 
Perſagg, of dangerous Princip!es, not fit to be tolerated, and have met with Smites, andthe 
StockiWand a Dungeon alſo, like poor Feremiab, and then they might ſay, as hz did, Since # 
ſpake, 1 cried out, I cried Violence and Spoil, becauſe th: Word of the Lord was mate a Reproech 
zo me, and 4 Drriſion Daily; and he heard the D:faming of ma+y, for Parſhur bet many of bis 
fide. Report, ſid tbey, and w?'ill Report ig. Oh! thea it was that all the Prophet's Familiars 
watched tor 1:i5 Halting, when the vrieft that was his Adverlarie was Chief Gavernour ; and 
indeed by che Chief Priefts the moſt Innocent came to Suffer, for the Chief Prieſts, rather 
than fil of their Ends, they would gladly Covenant to give Money to a Fudas, and ſeek for Mat. 29. 
falſe Wicneſles ; and when they heard their Evidence, Oh! What afeigned thew of Dete- 
ſation did they make ? How ſeemingly Devour and Zealous did they appear to ſtir up: the 
People, by Renting their Garments, and crying, Blaſpbemy, Blaſpbemy\, then they Spit, Bufet- Mat. 26.55= 
ed, and Smote with their Hands ; and what care were they in that their Deſigns end Conmrivan- 
ces againſt the Innocent might not be Ditcovered, leaſt the laft Error ſhould be worſe than. 
the firſt ? How did they Afemble with the Elders, took Counſel, and gave large Money to have 
Lyes told? And bow did tbey Promiſe to ſecure them from Trouble ? And they that took the 
Money, did as they were taught ; and thoſe Lyes we read were commonly Reported after- 
ward, and no doubt might be Credited by many [znorant Perſons that cook things upon Trult, 
and did not ſearch into the Truth of Matters. 

And when true and faithful Witnetles declared the contrary, What did they Cay of them 
that teſtified what they had ſeen and heard ? Did not the #igb- Prief and bis K indred, ſeeing 
the Boldne(s of theſe Witneſes, and perceiving they were Unlearned and [gnorant Men; alths” 
they had nothing to ſay againſt what was done, and could not Contraditt their Evidence ( and : 
were Conſcious of their Evil Deeds, in getting falſe Witnelles, yet not ”, able to deny ; 


but confeſſed indeed that 4 notable Miracle bad been done by them, as was manifeft to all them 
that dwels is Jeruſalem ; then they began again to preve.it the ſpreading of it any farther 
among the Peopls, they then uſe Threats, and laid their Commands upon thery, which yet 
did not ſtop the Mouths of thoſe that Witnefled what they had ſeen and heacd;then they farther 
threatned them, and let them go, finding nothing how they might Puniſh them (no dcube that 
was their great Grief) but it was great Joy and Comfort to thery, the Sufferers, and zhey 
lift up their Foice with one Accord, and ſaid, Thnu art God which hath made Heaven and Earth, 
and the Sea, 48d all ther in them is ! And the multitu4e of them that believed were of one Heart, 
and there was no lack: And that did not pleaſe che High-Prielt ; nor their going about with 
this Teſtimony which truck at the Priefts and their Hierarchy, and tended to bring the People 
from them and their Synagognes ; and to promote that Law, that of neceſſity would *cauſe a 
Change of the Chargeable and Changeahle Priefthuod that took Tythes, and lived upon 0- 
ther Mens Labours, and did not profit the People at all. And this Teſtimony of theſe Men 
that they termed Unlearned and Ignorant Men, tended to bring People to a free Teacher, 
and to the Spirit of God that would make them ( however diſpifed ) Wiſer than all their for- 
mer Letter-learned Teachers that they had heaped to themſelves, whillt they had Itching Ears. 

And when the Word of the Lord incresſe1, and the Number of Dilciples mulriplizd in Fern« 
ruſalem greatly, and a u_ Company of the Priefts were Obedient to the Faith ; and a faith» 
ful Witneſs, Stephen, full of Faith and Power, did great Wonders among the People ; there 
aroſe certain of the Synagogue of the Libertines, and they being not able to reſtlt the Wi 
dom and Spirit by which he ſpake ; ſuborned Men, the old trade, which ſaid, We have heard 
- hira ſpeak Blaſphemous Words againſt Moſes and againſt God; and they ftirred up the Pec» 

ple, the Blders, and Scribes. 

And great hath been the cry of Maſpbemy, Bleſphemy, ſince that day, charging an Inno 
cent People with Blaſphemy _— God, againſt Chriſt, and againſt the Scrigtures; bat wko 
were ſtirred up of old, by the Deſigns of the Libertines, Priefls and Elders ? Who were the 
Jnconfiderable People that depended ſo much on the Credit of the Prieſts ? And, no doubt, 
but the Priefts chought, that to charge them with the Changing the Cuſtoms delivercd by 
Moſes, which the Popularity as mach diſlike as plaſphemy, would get thew on their, 
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An1 thns .in Holy Writ we may find them that KA the Name of God's Prieſts, and 
that highly pretended to Religion, and yet ſoaght themfelres and their owa gain; and by 
their Lyes aad Lightnefs cauled the People to Err : Often were the Inſtruments of much 
Trouble, Exerciſe, Suffering and Atfliftion, both to the true Witnefles and Prophets of God, 
and faithful Followers, and fiacere Believers in J-:\us Chriſt, who were accounted , and 
Movers of Sedition, Turners ef the \World upſide down, Peſtilent Fellows, a Set tit was 
almokt every where ſpoken againtt, and th: way that tzey worſhipped God was called 
Herefse; although they did, as we fiacerely do, believe a// things written in the Law 
£11 in the Prophets; and have hope tuwarls God; and believe there ſhall be 2 Reſur- 
reFion, both of th: Fuft jand Unjuft; and have no other Goſpel to Preach but that, the 
Tenure of which is, Gl:ry to God 0» High, Peace on Earth, and good Will to all Men ; with 
whom we deſire to follow Peace and Holineſs, being fully perſwaded, that without it no 
Man ſhall ever ſee God to his Comfort. 

And our Eciends call none falſe Minifters that are found in the Spirit and Praftice of 
the Miniſters of Chriſt, that keep his Commandments, and follow his Advice, as they beve 
freely received, (o freely give ; and that preach Chriſt without and within, as he ought to be 
preached ; for he is not divided ; ſuch Miniſters we account true Miniſters, But if any will 
pretend to be his Minifters, and are not by their Fruits manifelt to be in the Spirit and Do- 
Arine of Chriſt, but tranſgreſs, and abide not in it, and are found by their Works and Fruits 
to be in the Spirit and PraQice of the falſe Prophets, Miniſters and Teachers, that teach 
things they ought not for filthy Lucre ſake, not agreeable to Chrift's Do&rine and the Holy 
Scriptures, and ſeek to draw Diſciples after them, and do as the falſe Prophets and Prieſts 
afore-mentioned did 3 ſuch we account Falſe Miniſters, but we Love and Honour the True. 
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Their Blaſphemous Adoration given to Geo. Fox, and Yindicated by other Quakers. 
we jbal! conclude the Quakers Creed with this SeFiow; (which ſhews they Began and End with 
a Lye; for it's not the Quakers Creed, nor ever was by them male, but diſowned.)

And did not he talk of Gatkering a pure People out of all Profeſſions? And doth the nowy 
lead them back to that Church which he called A LIMB OF ANTI-CHRIST, and of whoſe 
, whole Miniftr;, he ſaid, WILL confift of Ungodly Men, the wicked being ftill preferred bythe wick- - 
_ed; and ſo he is now preferred among them, w fill up the Number ; altho, we are perſwaded 
that there are Conſcientious Men among them, and in half that time ( if he lives fo "long )
